Generally speaking, we had to pay 
no more for things’ in this country than we 
pay for the same things at our home in Vi- 
enna, Paris, or in London—except for cabs— 
your cab tariff does seem high to Europeans. 


Theaters Like Those of Europe. 


“ Take your theaters, forexample. It costs 
practically the same to occupy a seat in the 
orchestra here that it does in Paris, Vienna, 
and London. The New York theaters are 
about the same as those of London, much 
finer than those of Paris, but not nearly so 
roomy as those of Vienne. A man can ge-. 
much more of what you call elbow room ina 
Vienna theater than he can in a playhouse 
in. New York, but I realize land is not so 
dear in Vienna as it is here. 

“ As for the performances, we saw nothing 
anywhere in Europe so delightfully light and 
amusing as we found in New York. We go 
in for heavier things on the other side. If 
Europe wants to be amused it must come to 
the states and go to the theater. And Amer- 
ican stage girle—why, there is none in all 
Europe to compare with them. 


Visited Lenox and Newport. 

“We went from here to Lenox and hada 
delightful, quiet time. It isa beautiful coun- 
try, that, and we shall always remember its 
beauties.

PARKER'S CHARGES OF BLACKMALL 
DECLARED FALSE BY ROOSEVELT. 


President, in an Address to the American People, Replies 
to “Slanderous Accusations” Against Mr, Cor- 
> telyou and Himself Made by the 
Democratic Candidate. 


NO LEVIES ON OR PLEDGES MADE TO THE TRUSTS. 


Act of Infamy Contained in Assertions Repeatedly Made by the St. 
Louis Nominee Declared to Be Unqualifiedly and Atro- 
ciously Untrue—Is Under No Promise Except 

to Give Every Man a Square Deal. 


President Roosevelt last night made the following 
signed statement to the American people in answer to 
the charges made against himself and Mr. Cortelyou in 
public speeches by Mr. Parker, the Democratic candi. 
date for the presidency: | 
TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 
WHITE HOUSE, WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Nov. 4, 1904. 
Certain slanderous accusations as to Mr. Cortelyou and myself have 
been repeated time and again by Judge Parker, the candidate of his party 
for the office of president. He has neither produced nor can produce any 
proof of their truth; yet he has not withdrawn them; and as his position 
gives them wide currency I speak now, lest the silence of self-respect be 
misunderstood. | 
Mr. Parker’s charges are in effect that the president of the United 
States and Mr. Cortelyou, formerly Mr. Cleveland’s executive clerk, then 
Mr. McKinley’s and my secretary, then secretary of commerce and labor, 
and now chairman of the republican national committee, have been in-a 
conspiracy to blackmail corporations, Mr. Cortelyou using the knowledge

| Parker’s Statements Devoid of Truth. 

That contributions have been. made to the ‘republican ‘committee, as 
contributions have been made to the democratic commiittee, is not the ques- 
tion at issue.

Newark, N. J., Nov. 4—Former President 


Grover Cleveland in this city tonight deliv- 
ered his second speech of the present cam- 


He waited ten minutes for the cessation of 
the cheering and noise that his appearance 
brought forth, and for thirty-five minutes 
after he began his address 8,000 persons 
crowded together on the tanbark of a riding 
academy alternately listened and cheered. 

The occasion was the closing democratic 
rally of the campaign, a rally under the aus 
pices of a club of first voters. , 


Cleveland Wants Tariff Revised. 


Mr. Cleveland's argument in his speech was 
that the revision of tariff should not be left 
to its friends because in that event the tariff 
would not be revised. He recalled one sen- 
tence from a speech he made twenty years 
ago in Newark when he was candidate for 
the presidency. On the occasion he said: 

“The right of the government to exact 
tribute from the citizen is limited by its | 
actual necessities, and every cent taken | 
from the people beyond that required for 
— protection by the government is rob- | 


Mr. Cleveland said he could repeat that | 
sentence with equal force today. 

The speaker then told how in‘1882 a re- | 
publican commission had recommended tariff | 
reduction and how these recommendations | 
had been disregarded and the tariff rates | 
increased. 

“It was under the operation of this dis- 
graceful outcome of a delusive show of tariff 
reformation by its friends,’’ he continued,. 
“that the battle of 1884 was fought. The 
average rate of duty on imports then pre- 
vailing was something over 45 per cent, and 
this rate the people by their yerdict at the 
polls condemned as unnecessary and unjust 
and denounced its exactions ag no better 
than robbery. 

How Trusts Have Grown. 

“TIT have ventured to remind you of these 
incidents for an especial purpose. I desire 
to direct your attention to the fact that in 


the contest of twenty years ago the tariff 
then existing was condemned because in and 


associates, it was guilty of despoiling our 
people in their homes. 

“Trusts and combinations did not then 
appear as its confederates. If they existed 
at all they were infant industries, too few 
and too young to be mentioned in the piat- 
form of either of the great political parties, 
and too newly born to be the companions of 
such other infant industries as, though still 
unweaned, had actually grown gray at the 
breasts of sinfully indulgent tariff protec- 
tion. 

“The multiplication of this new race of 


fully in excess of all other birth rate records. 
In 1888 they had attracted attention enough 
to be denounced in both party platforms. 
The precocity of these infant prodigies ran 
far ahead of the most exaggerated imagina- 
tion of parental pride. Before they were a 
day old they recognized in the policy of high 
protection the way to grow in strength and 
wealth.” 
Rely on Tariff Protection. 

The former president said that these trusts 
and combinations knew that their growth 
and prosperity was proportional to the height 
of the tariff wall around them ‘which kept 
out foreign competition. 

Home competition, he said, they disposed 
of by combinations and so called “‘ economy 
of administration.” 

“T have said,” he went on, “ that the high- 
er the wall of protection was raised the 
larger was the scope for the machinations 
of these trusts and combinations. 

** Under the stimulus of increased protec- 
tion afforded by the McKinley tariff they - 
bewan to multiply. The statement has been 
made that under this tariff or prior to the 
passage of the Dingley law in 1897, only 
eighty of these trusts and combinations had 
been formed. It must be noted, however, 
that dfiiring about three years immediately 
before that date, the Wilson tariff law was 
in force. This was a democratic measure 
which repealed the McKinley enactment and 


lowered duties. - 


What Dingley Law Did. 

“The Dingley tariff bill of 1897 raised the 
average of import duties to sémething over 
50 per cent and made the high water mark 
in our country’s tariff legislation. Its fond 
parents have placed upon the family record 
contained in their bible, entitled ‘ Republican 
Campaign Text Book, 1904,’ the following 
mention of the child’s birth and its lovely 
traits: 

“* Went into effect July 24, 1897, known as 
the Dingley act—thoroughly protective,’ and 
stated In its title that its purpose was to 
provide revenue for the government and ‘ to 
encourage the industries of the United 
States.’ 

“In the month of March, 19038, a distinguished 
republican member of congress on the floor 
of the house of representatives presented a 
earefully prepared list of industrial combina- 
tions existing on the Ist day of January in 
that year. They numbered 453, more than 
four-fifths of them apparently organized 
within six months under the ‘ thoroughly 
protective ’ Dingley, act.”

These messages excited suspicion and the 
flagship replied, asking the names and the 
number in the family of a certain officer on 
board the Kamschatka.

The picture shows a -nethod of attaci-ing a fort if high angle fire fails to reduce it. The irregular trenches leading to the par- 
allels are dug so that they cannot be swert by the enemy's fire. The men dig the trenches under the protection of their own ar 


The parallels are for the protection of the sterming parties as they approfch nearer and nearer the walls. - 
A “ peraliel”’ is a trench, often many miles long, which fronts the fortress. Supposing the army is 4,000 yards froth the fortress. 


¢ the commencing bombardment this ts called the “ first artillery position.” They want to move nearer and so they construci 
the “first parallel,” perhaps at a distance of 3,000 yards from the fortress. But, in order that men and guns may move safely into 


this “parallel,” approaches have to bé cut—that is, a number of trenches leading from the first artillery position into the “ par. 
These approaches run in sgigzags, as, if they were straight, they would be open to the enemy’s fire. | 


The way in which the “ parallel” ts opened is interesting. So soon as it grows dusk a number of officers, accompanied by sap- 


pers, move forward. Here chiey trace the lines which the parallel will follow. Fach sapper has a picket and a measuring tape. Tho 
officer s‘ations the firsts sapper at the end of the trench line, takes the end of his tape, and walks along until the tape is drawn 


out. At this point he places a second sappzr, takes his tape, and walks to the end of it, and so on. 
The sappers drive the pickets into tre ground, fasten the tapes to them, and lie down to await the working party. 
Later on the working party, with piexs and shovels, arrives and sets to work with all its might. By break of day each man 


must have dug a trench 5 feet long, 6% feet wide, and 4 feet deep, excep 
feet deep.

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-PAUL DE CASSAGNAC, NOTED 


EDITOR AND DUELIST, DEAD. 


Famous French Journalist and Parlia- 


mentarian, Hero of Many Affairs of 
Honor, Passes Away in Paris. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, Nov. 4.—Paul de Cassagnac, the 


journalist and for many years the most fa- 
mous duelist in France, is dead at St. Viatre. 


Paul de Cassagnac was born in 1842 in tne 


island of Guadaloupe; but his parents re- 
turned to Paris while he was still a child. 
He was educated in the College of Perpignan, 
of which his uncle, the abbé de Cassagnac, 


was the superior. ¢ 


Early in life De Cassagnac took up jour- 


nalism and shortly afterward dueling. He 
was a man of immense strength, standing 
over six feet in height and of heavy build. 


His first adversary in a duel was a rival 


editor, Aurelian Schall, whom he wounded 
so badly that it was feared for a time he 


would die. 


His next important encounter was with 


Henri Rochefort, editor of the Soleil, who 


had written disrespectfully of Marie An- 


toinette. Cassagnac, in his paper, rephed: 


“You crawl like a snail over that white 


and pure statue and léave on it your slimy 


tracks.” 


A duel with pistols followed, in which 


Rochefort was wounded in the hip, a sacred 
medal! stopping the bullet and saving his life 


Soon after Cassagnac fought with Ler- 


mina, editor of the Corsair, and a man 
named Lullier. 


The duel he fought with one of his cousins, 


a M. Lissagaray, was the most famous of his 
many adventures on the “ field of honor.” 


When Cassagnac was decorated by the em- 


peror on the 15th of August, 1868, Lissagaray, 
commenting on the fact, finished up his ar- 


ticle with the remark: 


‘I declare that the 


Cassagnacs are unworthy of the notice of 
either my sword or my'pen.”

Paul answered that he “* would force him 


then an encounter followed in the Bois de 


Vincennes. 


Lissagaray was an expert 


swordsman; but, evidently wishing to kill 
his adversary, he began with an open at- 
tack at the risk of getting killed himself if 


his thrust failed. Cassagnac managed to 


dodge and inflicted two wounds on his oppo- 


nent. 


The seconds wished to put an end to 


the combat, but the principals insisted on 


continuing, and they fougpt with the utmost 


fury until Lissagaray was run through the 
lungs. 


During the closing days of the empire and 


later as a member of the French chamber 
of deputies Cassagnac had many encounters 
and duels, and in every case came off victor.

FOLLOWS IN WAKE 
OF RIOTS OF STUDENTS. 


Two Fatalities at Innsbruck Follow Ef- 
forts of Military to Restore Order in 
Austrian University Town, 


DEATH 


INNSBRUCK, Austria, Nov. 4.—The anti- 
Italian rioting of the students at the univer- 
sity here, which began yesterday, became 
¢o serious during the night that troops, with 
fixed bayonets, marched into the midst of 
the German demonstrators. At 2 o'clock this 
morning the latter were besieging and wrteck- 
ing the hotels occupied by the Italgan stu- 
dents. 

An artist named Prezzey was killed by a 
bayonet thrust through the heart, and many 
persons were wounded, The building occu- 
pied by the Italian faculty of the university 
was wrecked. 

Besides Prezzey, who was killed, there 
were eight Germans and ten Italians 
wounded. 

Herr Eriler, the representative of Inns- 
bruck in the reichsrath, has telegraphed to 
the premier demanding the removal of the 
Italian faculty, and holding the government. 
responsible for the consequences in the event 
of its refusal to do so. 

The rioting continued intermittently 
throughout the day. The students, rein- 
forced by a town mob, wrecked the Italian 
club and Malian inns, smashed windows tn 
the Hofburg, and made a hostile demonstra- 
tion at the Italian consulate. 

The military succeeded in stopping the 
rioting late this evening. It is reported that 
several more or the wounded, including a 
German railway official, have succumbed to 
their injuries. ‘ 


STEAMER SINKS, 100 DROWNED.

BONA, Algeria, Nov. 4.—A hundred per- 
sons were drowned last night by the sink- 
ing of the French steamer Gironde, after | 
having been in collision with the French 
steamer A. Schiaffino, near Herbillon, twen- 
ty-three miles from Bona. The Gironde left 
Bona with 110 passengers, of whom 100 were 
Algerian natives.

RIOT IN FRENCH CHAMBER 


MINISTER OF WAR ASSAULTED— 


Opposition Deputies Try to Force Gen, 


PREMIER HAS NARROW ESCAPE. 


Andre to Resign from the Cabinet, 
and Upon His Refusal a Vote of Con- 
fidence Passes by Only a Majority of 
Two—General Fight Follows and 
Soldiers Finally Have to Be Called 
On to Restore Harmony. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. ] 

PARIS, Nov. 4.—The attempt of the opposi- 
tion to foree Gen. Andre, minister of war, to 
resign resulted in a riot in the chamber of 
deputies, | 

The minister of war was personally as- 
SsaulMed, and Premier Combes escaped vio- 
lence only by the interference of bystanders. 

The chamber had resumed its debate on 
the interpellation introduced some days ago 
which accused Gen. Andre, the minister of 
war, with instituting secret inquiries into 
the careers of army officers on which their 
advancement depended, of organizing sys- 
tematic sp¥ing among subordinates, and of 
penalizing officers on account of their relig- 
ious opinion. The clericals, who led the at- 
tack, alleged that Gen. Andre was under the 
influence of the freemasons. 


Calls Minister a Liar. 


Today the minister of war made a speech 
defending himself, in course of which he 
asserted that Col. Quinemont had displayed 
the royal standard at the head of his regi- 
ment, instead of the tricolor. 

Gen. Jacquey, who also is a deputy, inter- 
rupted Gen. Andre, exclaiming: 

“ That is a lie.” 

This provoked a hubbub. M. Brisson, pres- 
ident of the chamber, requested Gen. Jacquey 
to withdraw his epithet. An angry discussion 
between several deputies followed, which re- 
suited in Gen. Jacquey refusing to withdraw 
his expression, 

Gen. Andre announced that he did not 
intend to punish any of those who had given 
information against officers, furthermore he 
did not intend to resign. 

The opposition demanded the order of the 
day, pure and simple, which practicaily in- 
volved the resignation of the minister of 
war. This the government rejected and de- 
manded a vote of confidence, which ft ob- 
tained by a vote of 279 to 277, a majority of 


only two. - 
Then the Riot Begins. 

The announcement of the vote caused a 
terrific uproar, which was punetuated by 
many shouts of “ Resign, resign."’ 

De Baudry d'Asson, a monarchist, rushed 
at Prime Minister Combes and it was only 
with great difficulty that the bystanders 
prevented him from assaulting the premier. 

The chamber quickly became a bear, gar- 
den. Several blows were exchanged. M. | 
Syveton, who some time ago was removed 
from his professorship in the university be- 
cause of his nationalist opinions, dashed at 
Gen. Andre and punched him in the face, 
causing the blood to flow. The minister sat 
on a front bench stanching the flow with his 
handkerchief, while the frenzied ministerial- 
ist made an onslaught on the monarchists 
and nationalists. 

Many Fights in Progress. 

There was fighting almost everywhere on 
the floor of the chamber. The scene has not 
been paralleled since the Dreyfus affair. 
President Brisson put his hat on his head 
and withdrew and thus suspended the ses- 
sion, -while officials cleared the galleries. 
The session was resumed later, but Syveton’s 
cowartily blow had turned the scale in the 
government's favor. His exclusion was 
voted by a large majority. He refused to 
go and the session again was suspended 
and the military guards summoned. They 
forcibly removed M. Syveton. Then the ses- 
sion was resumed and the public readmitted 
to the galleries. fhe proceedings then be- 
came calmer and ended in a vote of 348 to 
236 declaring confidence In the government.

| std@imped the life out of the Brotherhood of 


Hoisting Engineers and ended the suspension 
of work in the coal fields of Iiiinois. 

Late tonight the men recefved notice from 
their executive committee to go to work, and 
tomorrow morning the mines will resume 
with such engineers as are at hand. None 
of them, however, will be recognized as a 
member of the brotherhood. Hereafter only 
members of the United Mine Workers of 
America will be treated with by the operators 
and the engineers’ brotherhood will be obso- 


Engineers Not at Conference. 

These things were brought about at a series 
of conferences lasting all day and late into 
the night. In these conferences the engi- 
neers had no part. Their officers were here, 
coming on the invitation of the miners to 
participate in the joint conference with the 
operators, but the latter declined to meet 
with them. The operators took the position 
that the engineers, having refused arbitra- 
tion, could not expect them to treat with 
them on the same terms as with the miners. 

They were ready, however, to discuss the 
matter of resumption if the engineers were 
not present. The engineers remained at 
the hotel while the miners and operators 
went into conference. The operators said 
they would expect the miners to carry out 
their contract, and the miners replied they 
were Willing to do so. They insisted; how- 
ever, that the engineers ought to be union 
men, and the operators said they were will- 


“ang to concede this point and would employ 


only such engineers as will join the United 
Mine Workers. After this vlad detafle were 
gone into. 


Question of Weges Considered. 

After the question of unionism had been 
decided the meeting took up the matter of 
wages. A joint committee was appointed, 
and tonight it is working on the details of the 
scale. If it fails to agree the question will 
be submitted to arbitration. 

The engineers were dumfounded by the 
action taken. They expected the miners 
to insist that they affiliate with the United 
Mine Workers and were getting ready to do 
but did not expect to be ignored alto- 
gether. Under the agreement with the mine 
workers the operators tomorrow wilil offer 
places to all the old engineers as individuals.

Another cause 
of, marital unhappiness and separation, he 
said, is the failure of American parents to ex- 
ercise proper jurisdiction in the selection of 
life partners for their children. 

“ Marriage—Should It Be for. Life?’ was 
the subject On which Dr. Hirsch spoke. ) 
' “Religion has much to do with the happi- 
“ness of married life; he said, “in that it 
undoubtedly molds the thought and influ- 
ences character. This has been proved, and, 
though its effect.may be imperceptible, still 
the influence exists. Persons of a like re- 
ligion will think along similar lines, and in 
this way have much in common. 

“* Here in America no law governs marriage 


'. so far as the will of parents is concerned, but 


where the law is absent our own moral sense 


‘ of right should control our acts. 


“ Runaway marriages are the source of 
much of the misery im homes and of the rush 
orders in the divorcee courts. The older we 
get, the more we know that life is not a 
picnic—a boat ride on the lake in the moon- 
light—but is a serious reality. To derive from 
it the highest pleasure we should live for one 
enother. 

“The terms ‘dearest’ and ‘darling’ in 
themselves carry no meaning, and some- 
times are but an outward show, often as 
assumed sas the ‘humblieness’ of 
Uriah Heep. 

“ Were divorce looked upon now as a dis- 
grace, as in olden times, it would be taken 
up and discussed with greater energy 
women’s clubs.”

PRESERVATIVES DECLARED IN- 
JURIOUS TO DIGESTION. 


Dr. W. H. Wiley, Chief of Bureau of 
Chemistry at Washington, Gives 
Results of Investigation of Effect of 
Borax and Boric Acid on the Human 
System — These Antiseptics Styled 

the Least Harmfal of All of Their 

Class, 


Philadelphia Pa., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—Dr. 
W. H. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemis- 
try of the United States depattment of agri- 
culture, whose ‘“ poison squad” attracted 
general .notice several months ago, delivered 
a lecture on the effect on health and diges- 
tion of the use of preservatives in food:tuffs 
tonight under the auspices of the Franklin 
institute. 

After discussing various means of preser- 
vation, Dr. Wiley spoke of experiments con- 
ducted at Washington @ short time ago and 
their object. He said: 

**In these experiments borax and boric 
acid were added to food, beginning with 
small and gradually increasing to large doses 
each day. These experiments were carried 
on during a period of about nine months. 


Cause Disordered Digestion. 


“Boric acid and borax in gradually in- 
creasing doses with maximum of three to five 
grams a day,” said he, “‘ cause disturbance 
of digestion and health, manifested in loss 
of appetite, loss of weight, a feeling of un- 
easiness, and sometimes illness in the stom- 
ach, fullness in the head, which often devel- 
} oped into a dull and persistent headache, and 
general disturbance of the metabolic func- 
tions of digestion and Other disturbances. 
When borax and boric acid are administered 
in small doses—namely: one-half gram (sev- 
en and a half grains) a day over a long period 
of time similar symptoms in less acute form 
developed in the majority of cases. 


Least Harmful of Antiseptics. 


** Borax and boric acid are regarded by ex- 
perts as the least harmful of antiseptics em- 
ployed. Miscellaneous and premeditated use 
of these antiseptics in food is reprehensibie. 

“It is evident that eating small quantities 
| of borax in food occasionally would not prove 
of any lasting injury to the ordinary citizen 
in good health, but the weak and feeble must 
be protected, and it is entirely within the 
grounds of reason that even a small quanti- 
ty of antiseptic of this kind would prove 
harmful to a disordered stomach.”

Defense First Asks Postpone- 


‘ment, Then Requests Im- 
mediate Action. 


CHARGE OF INTIMIDATION 


Prosecution Aceused of Trying 
to Prove Arson by Threat- 
ening Witnesses. 


Isaac N. P , former president of the 
National Bank of North America, will be ar- 
raigned today on a charge of arson before 
Justice Callahan of South Chicago. 

Fire Department Attorney Johnson had 
been told at noon by Attorney Moritz Rosen- 
thal, for Mr. Perry, that a ten days’ con- 
tinuance would be asked. To this Mr. John- 
gon made no objection, and he sent out to 
the forty witnesses the city has. telling them 
they need not appear. At 6 o’clock in the 
evening a Message was received that the de- 
fense would be ready to go to trial today. 
The fire investigator then sent out policemen 
to countermand the notice to witnesses.

Men. would be called on the 
stand today, Attorney Rosenthal said, to 
prove hiPassertions.

He was expected to furnish evidence connect- 
ing Perry with the disappearance of a box 
of charcoal bricks, which, according to a 
theory, may have been used in setting fire 
to the Hegewisch locomotive plant. 


Denies Intimidation Story. 

When he heard of the accusations Attor- 
ney Johnson laughed. 

“If Mr. Resenthal thinks,” said he, “ that 
we place much importance upon Sullivan’s 
testimony he is sadly mistaken. I doubt if 
the coachman’s affidavit will even be intro- 
duced by the prosecution.

ROOSEVELT, PARKER, AND TRUSTS. 

In his speech of acceptance Judge Parker 
said that the common law was sufficient for 
the regulation of the trusts and that no 
further legislation seemed necessary. Roose- 
relt, in his letter of acceptance, pointed out 
that there was no federal common law. The 
country thought that Parker’s break was 
simply an unfortunate error. 
. But shortly afterwards, to the astonish- 
‘ment of everybody, Parker reiterated that 
the common law was sufficient for the trusts, 
and maintained that there was a common 
law applicable, instancing the Western 
Union case. This case, as was quickly 
pointed out, had absolutely nothing to do 
with the point made by Roosevelt against 
Parker's common law theory. There was 
nothing in this Western Union decision to 
permit the federal government to initiate 
prosecution against trusts under the com- 
mon law. Lawyers were of the opinion that 
Parker had got himself into a tight hole 
and was trying to craw! out by a quibble. 
It was a natural thing to do, but didn’t show 
good faith. |

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

OME time ago I mentioned in these 
letters the fact, khown to but few, 
that the French government has been 
paying for nearly 100 years past large 
noblemen who are identi- 
fied with the royalist cause, and who are 
endeavoring by every, means in their power 
to overthrow the republic. These annuities 
were, in the majority of cases, conferred 
along with the titles of duke, prince, and 
count upon generals, statesmen, and court 
dignitaries by the first Napoleon, and have 
been paid ever sinee without interruption to 
the descendants in the male line of the orig- 
inal grantees by the French treasury, no 
matter whether the government was that of 
the empire, of the house of Orleans, of the 
Bourbon dynasty, or of the republic. 

Proposals were often made to abolish these 
perpetual pensions. But the minister of 
finance of the day has always taken the 
ground that, in view of the fact that these 
annuities were inscribed on the so-called 
“ Grand Livre deFrance ”’ (the Grand Ledger 
of France), the credit of the nation would 
be aftected injuriousty were these obliga- 
tions repudiated, 

The government, however, has now taken 
steps to compound the annuities by means 
of a most liberal compromise, and the nego- 
tiations in connection with the transaction 
have brought to light for the first time the 
number of the annuitants, their identity, 
and the size of the sums which they haye 
been drawing each year from the treasury 
of the government, which they were endeav- 
oring to overthrow. 


The nobleman who figures for the largest 
amount is the prince and duke of Wagram, 
who draws yearly about $47,000. As the 
prince, who is a grandson of the famous 
Marshal Berthier, married the late Baroness 
Bertha de Rothschild of the Frankfort 
branch of the great banking house, who 
brought him a colossal] fortune, in which he 
has a life interest, he scarcely needs the 
money and can well afford to dispense there- 
with. 


duc de Rivoli, and a grandson of Napoleon's 
marshal, Massena, draws $18,000 a year 
from the French treasury, although he, like 
the prince of Wagram, is a rich man, his 
wife, who died last year, having been the 
heiress of the immensely rich Mme. Heine- 
Furtado. 

The duc de Montebello, great-grandson of 
Marshal Lannes, Napoleon Ney, prince de la 
Moskowa, great-grandson of Marshal Ney; 
the duc @Albufera, whose mother was the 
heiress of a multimillionaire Berlin mer- 
chant, and who is a grandson of Marshal 
Suchet; the duc de Massa, grandson of Mar- 
shal Regnier; the duc de Reggio, grandson 
of Marshal Oudinot; the duc de Trevise, 
grandson of Marshal Mortier; the duc de 
Bassano, great-grandson of the first Napo- 
leon’s secretary and minister of state, Maret; 
the duc de Bellune, grandson of anoftler of 
the first Napoleon's followers: the duc 
d’Elchingen, another of the great-grandsons 
of Marshal Ney; and King Oscar of Sweden, 
as great grandson of the French field mar- 
shal Bernadotte, are among the most nota- 
ble of the forty-odd annuitants. 


The basis on which the government of the 
republic has compounded these annuities is 
the liberal one of one and twenty years’ pur- 
chase—that is to say, the payment in lump 
of a sum equal to twenty-one years of the 
annuity. 

One cannot but admire the attitude of the 
French government in the matter. For the 


these large annuities have been paid until 
how are among the most bitter foes of the 
republic, and, judging by their attitude in 
the past, the government has no guarantee 
that the big sums about to be turned over to 
them by the treasury in settlement of the 
annuities will not be used in conspiracies and 
plottings to upset the administration and to 
bring about a royalist restoration. FP%r, 
curiously enough, all the dukedoms created 
by the first Napoleon are now held by men 
who give their political allegiance to the 


the chief of the house of Bonaparte. 


The prince of Wales, whose fame as a 
philatelist is world wide, and whose collec- 
tion of stamps is valued at about $100,000, 
some stamps costing, by reason of their ex- 
traordinary rarity, as much as $5,000 apiece, 
has just given a fresh manifestation of his 
interest In this particular hobby by writing 
the introduction to a wrk entitled “ The 
Postage Stamps of Great Britain,” pub- 
lished by Frederick J. Melville. In his intro- 
duction, the prince, who writes over his own 
name, relates how the new stamps now in 
use throughout the British empire came to 
be chosen. Numerous designs, taken from 
photographs, were submitted to the king, 
but failed to meet his approval, and ulti- 
mately a drawing made by Emil Fuchs was 
the artist in question

The king signed this with his written ap. 
proval, and the original photograph, with the 
monarch’s indorsement, now figures in the 
prince of Wales’ stamp collection. After 
this, the queen suggested a slight modifi- 
cation in-the way of reducing the width of 
the wreath design, which was adopted. 

The prince, in his introduction, likewise 
explains why the little books of stamps 
now issued by the British postoffices are 
often found with inverted water marks. it 
seems that to facilitate the binding of the 
stamps into books half of the stamps on a 
sheet are printed upside down.

The weather—at least when the con- 
cert began—was of the bright and balmy va- 
riety which usually assures a large audi- 
ence, and the Auditorium was virtually filled 
with music hungry folk eager to give Mr. 
Thomes and his men a generous welcome. 
The eminent conductor and his players re- 
ceived such a welcome—applause long con- 
tinued and hearty, greeted them when they 
entered, and after every movement of the 
Dvorak symphony and after each selection 
the hand clapping told not only of approval 
and thanks, but of kindliness amd good will 
as well. It was an audience in all ways fine— 
fine in size, fine in quality, fine in attention, 
fine Im appreciation. 


The approval. lavished on the orchestra 
was merited. At no previous first concert 
has the playing seemed so free from every 
roughness and inaccuracy as it did yesterday. 
The men and their leader impressed as in the 
best of spirits and in refreshed, rested con- 
dition, and owing to the personnel of the 
orchestra having undergone so little change, 


‘the technical profictency of the band ap- 


peared exactly what it had been when last 
season closed—so complete as virtually to be 
beyond all unfavorable criticism. 

The first half of the program was devoted 
to two of Dvorak’s best orchestral works— 
the “‘ Carnival”’ Overture and the “ New 
World Symphony—their performance being 
intended as a tribute to the memory of the 
late Bohemian master. No sooner had the 
orchestra swept into the brilliant, joyous 
opening phrases of the “ Carnival” than it 
was realized that the players were in splen- 
did form, and the afternoon served but to 
demonstrate anew how excellent are the 
orchestral forces Chicago calls its own, 

The Dvorak overture ts one of the happiest. 
sunmiest tonal reflections of that doy in life 
which supposedly in man’s birthright, that 
the late master has left us. Hesaw the world 
through sane, healthy eyes, this gifted son of 
faraway, beautiful Bohemia, and despite the 
struggies and hardships that were his early 
portion, he found much that was hopeful, 
much that was worth while in..e. And his 
musical messages are welcome, because they 
so frequently voice this wholesome, helpful 
optimism. The ‘“ Carnival” is filed with 
gladness and animation, and yesterday the 
orchestra made all that gladness and anima- 
tion patent to the Hstener. It wasa perform- 
ance vital, inspfiriting, and exhilarating—a fit- 
ting opening to a season which it is hoped 
means much of good to the Chicago or 


Of the “ New World’ Symphony, it is un- 
necessary to write at the present day. It 
has been frequently heard and has been ac- 
corded fittingly a place among the most 
attractive of Dvorak’s.. creations, The 
rhythms suggested by the negro melodies 
which he came to know during his residence 
in the United States lend the work a charac- 
ter almost unique in the realm of symphonic 
music, and make # interesting and pleasing 
to am unusually large class of listeners. The 
performance yesterday was of rare beauty, 
rich in color, admirable in the poetic and 
imaginative qualities which distinguish it, 
and technically exceptional. 
The novelty of the afternoon was the con- 
cert overture ‘“‘In the South,” by Edward 
Elgar. which on this occasion had its first 
performance on this side of the Atlantic. Mr. 
Damrosch is to give it its initial hearing In 
New York tomorrow night, but yesterday 
marked its premiere in this country. Itisa 
work of unusual magnitude for a composi- 
tion in the overture form, and the estimate 
here. placed on it after a single hearing can 
of course be but impressfonal and subject to 
future revision. Twenty minutes are required 
for the performance of the c~erture and 
there are many things In the score which 
may prove clearer and more significant when 
more familiar. Yesterday the impression re- 
ceived wae that the music has nothing in 
particular to do with Italy or the south. Its 
thematic material and tts mcods may have 
been suggested to Mr. Elgar while reveling 
in the physical and mental uplifting result- 


| ant from a perfect day in Italy, but there is 


nothing fn the themes nor in their treatment, 
which—were no ‘‘program” supplied with the 
work—would suggest the south. Thedreamy 
mood which obtains throughout a large por- 
tion of the composition might have been en- 
joyed in any land and amid any scene of nat- 
ural lovelimess. The mood is well reflected, 
and musically there is much of thematic in- 
terest and attractiveness in the manner of 
tts reflection. There is an abundance of the 
refined, cooler coloring which Elgar seem- 
ingly is fond of amd which he employs with 
such excellent effect. The middle section of 
the work which that faithful devotee and 
expositor of Elgar, Mr. A. J. Jaeger of Lon- 
don, assures us pictures “the relentless and 
domineering onward force of the ancient 
day and the strife and wars of a latertime ”’ 
impressed yesterday as considerable of a har- 
monic and comtrapuntal mixup which might 
mean all tt is said to, and then again might 
not. It was not as successful cacophony as 
Richard Strauss when at his most daring 
produces, but. ft will suffice. The overture 
yesterday impressed as a work of unneces- 
sary length, containing a first’part of con- 
siderable beauty and a middle section that 
was too daring to be plensant, and not suf- 
ficienu.y so to be “ great.”” The performance 
by Mr. Thomas and the orchestra was a splen- 
did one, each man giving of his best powers, 
musical, temperamental, and technical. 

The “ Siegfried Rhine vourney” from 
“ Gétterdimmerung” and the Richard 
Strauss Till Eulenspiegel completed the 
program. The regular concert will take place 
tonight at the Auditorium, the hour of com- 
mencement being 8:15 o'clock.

enemy's wound before his own. The ardor 
that leads our sailors into daring enter- 
prises is inspired by the Neo-Confucian doc- 
trine which teaches that to know is to do. 
The calmness with which our people have met 
the exigencies of a national! crisis is a herit- 
age from those disciples of Buddha who in 
the silence of the monastery meditated on 
change. All that is vital and representative 
in our contemporary art and literature is the 


revivified expression of the national school, 


not imitation of European models.” 


Being an artist, and one who delights in 
the picturesque, it is a matter of regret to Mr. 
Okakura that the gilded youth of Japan de- 
light in the latest cut of a London tallor or 
the last novelty from Paris, This he thinks 
“one of the pathetic indications of an at- 
tempted protective coloring egainst the uni- 
versal condemnation of eastern customs.” 

Mr. Okakura insists upon it that Japan is 
a peaceful nation. The very nature of Japa- 
nese civilization, he argues, prohibits aggres- 
sion against foreign nations; but if Japan 
is goaded she is not only going to defend her- 
self, but she is going to punish those who en- 
croach upon her domain. ‘“ Today the Musco- 
vites have laid their hands on these terri- 
tories, with none but us to offer any resist- 
ance. Under these circumstances we are 
compelled to regard our ancient domain of 
Corea as lying within our lines of legitimate 
national defense. It was when the independ- 
ence of the peninsula was threatened by 
China in 1894 that we were compelled to go 
to war with the latter country. It was for 
this same independence that we fought 
Russia in 1904.” 

If the Corean question had been settled 
Mr. Okakura thinks it more than likely that 
all the bloodshed of the Chinese and Russian 
wars might have been avoided. “ The mi- 
kado’s chief advisers, together with a ma- 
jority of those who had a voice in the gov- 
ernment, were strongly opposed to the views 
of the war party. In their eyes the restora- 
tion had a higher significance than could be 
found in aggrandizement at the expense of 
neighboring countries. To them it repre- 
sented the principles of justice and human- 
ity, liberalism, and the elevation of the 
Japanese race. Its keynotes should be 
nobleness and self-sacrifice, the virtues of 
the samurai enlarged into those of the na- 
tion. The lives of those statesmen who, like 
Okubo-Toshimichi, Kido-Koyin, and Prince 
Iwakura, held to these lofty ideals gave its 
moral tone to the present Japanese govern- 
ment and are eloquent of unselfishness and 
purity.” 

Of any alliance between China and Japan 
he speaks with scorn. “ The idea that China 
might, with the aid of Japan, hurl her hosts 
against Europe would be too absurd even to 
notice were it not for those things from 
which attention is drawn by the utterance. 
It may not, perhaps, be generally known that 
the expression ‘ yellow peril ’ was first coined 
in Germany when she was preparing to an- 
nex the coast of Shantung. Naturally, 
therefore, we become suspicious when Russia 
takes up the cry at the moment when she is 
tightening the grasp of her mailed hand on 
Manchuria and Corea.” 

Mr. Okakura’s book will be carefully read 
by the thoughtful. It will not have as many 
readers as “ Beverly of Graustark,’’ but it 
will make a more lasting impression.

BOOK GOSSIP OF LONDON. 
Season of 1904-’05 to Be Notable for the 
Issue of an Unusually Large Number of 
Novels.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—According to all ac- 
counts it would seem as if the season of 1904- 
’05 will be notable for the issue of an extraord- 
inarily large number of novels. Publishers 
appear to be at considerable variance as to 
what may be the public taste. Some do not 
believe in the growing deterioration of litera- 
ture. and point to the sharp distinction that 
must be drawn between novels as articles of 
art and of Gommerce, but the general opinion 
is that amusement, more than art, is the 
popular cry. 

The season also will show that there exists 
a considerable reaction against the ‘ sexual 
problem novels. On the other hand, the star 
of romance decidedly is in the ascendant. 
There is a growing demand-for healthy but 


-Innocuous tales of adventure, rather than 


good, quiet stories of domestic sentiment. 


Some light is thrown on the tremendous 
amount of writing which goes on which never 
is seen in print by the announcement with re- 
gard to the new magazine just started by Sir 
‘Alfred Harmsworth. Among the stories 
alone, it is stated, will be found the cream 
of 26,000 manuscripts submitted for consid- 
eration. This magazine, which has been 
named The Wortd and His Wife, is undoubt- 
edly the largest magazine for sixpence which 
has ever been offered to the public. It is 
claimed for it that it contains double the 
amount of literary and artistic matter pro- 
vided by any other magazine at the’ same 
price, while the highest standard of excel- 
lence is maintained throughout. The reviews 
are unanimous in characterizing the new 
Harmsworth venture as another success, 
being quite a novelty, not only in the treat- 
ment of its contents but in the handiness of 


its size.

HAT murky quality of the mind is 
it that makes the literature, like 
the music of the north, stand apart 
from all else that is done in those 
arts? What moving power and 
fundamental sadness—sadness and power as 
of the nether sea, moves in th composi- 
tions? They are as intimate as the unspoken 
thought, and yet they are uttered with such 
lucidity that any one who reads may under- 
stand. 

A work to claim the attention of all who 
love this solemn and beautiful literature ap- 
pears In “ANDREA; THE TRIBULA- 
TIONS OF A CHILD,” by the Dane. Karin 
Michaelis, John Nilsen Laurvik being the 
translator. 

The scene opens in the death chamber of a 
talented, whimsical girl, half genius, who is 
the adored of the village. Her father and 
mother pour out their devotion like incense 
before her, but they are themselves separated 
by some mysterious antagonism. Save in 
the presence of their daughter they are silent. 
They are in no sense husband anéwife. The 
man in his moments of involuntary thought 
forgets that the woman has been his wife, 
and thinks of her only as the mother of the 
child. The wife, who loves her husband, 
cringes before him and takes morphine that 
she may forget that, ike Sappho, in her im- 
memorial sorrow, she sleeps alone while the 
night’ pass. 


The child dies. She has, in dying, ex- 
pressed many wishes, and it becomes the 
passion of the father and the mother to see 
that these are carried out. But the mother 
lacks integrity of soul. She comes across a 
@iary kept by the dead girl, and upon it her 
written prohibition against the reading of it. 
Her curiosity overcomes her feeble honor. 
She reads the diary, and there finds revealed 
the fearful precocity of a young and ardent 
woman, who, gifted with extraordinary sen- 
sibility, has understood the seul tragedy 
which her parents supposed they had con- 
cealed. The wife, not telling her husband of 
the child’s demand that the book shall not be 
read, gives it to him toread. He does so, and 
understands at last his own relation to life, 
to the past, to the future, and to his own soul. 
He considers with his wife what there is left 
to them. There remains but one thing. 
Jutta,” he cries, have the graye.” 
‘The grave,”’ acquiesces the wife. It is tn- 
evitably their only refuge. (McClure, Phil- 
lips & Co.) 


’ To have confidence is one of the most satis- 
fying feelings of which man is capable. He 
likes to feel confidence in the engineer that 
runs his train, in the wife who conducts his 
household, in the orator who addresses him 
from the platform, and in the author who 
provides him with a book. Some authors in- 
spire this feeling at once. A. EB. W. Mason 
is such an one. He is not an extraordinarily 
brilliant writer, but he has plenty of ideas, 
he knows how to afrange them, and from 
the first page the reader rests secure in the 
confidence that the writer is fitted for his 
task and will carry him through to a safe 
conclusion. Mr. Mason’s new book is “ THE 
TRUANTS,” a tale of modern London. The 
heroine does not, oddly enough, supply the 
chief interest in the story, and her relation 
to the young married pair who do arouse and 
systain the interest is not quite so under- 
standabk as it might be. 

This young married couple, Anthony and 
Millie Stretton, are subjected to the tyrany 
of a senile old man, the father of Anthony, 
and conspire together to release themselves 
from it. This means that Anthony shall go 
in search of a livelihood, which as the son 
of a baronet and an officer in the Coldstream 
guards, had hardly occurred to him to do 
until driven to it by the abject conditions 
in which he is placed. He leaves for Amer- 
ica, confiding his wife to the heroine of tha 
story, Pamela Mardale, a rich, independent 
minded young woman of fashion who has the 
habit of keeping her word. The young hus- 
band meets-with misfortune at every turn, 
and his wife falls under the fascinations of 
an. objectionable adventurer. Pamela re- 
members her promise, and undertakes the 
salvation of the wife. To do this she calls 
to her aid a gentleman who has for many 
years been her all but hopeless suitor, and in 
the fabric that fate weaves about these four 
people, love makes rare embroideries. 

The novel has much delightful character 
drawing on the side, so to speak, and from 
first to last the story is not premitted to 
drag. (Harper & Bros., publishers.) 


I wish to mention with appreciation the 
exquisite edition of Sir Philip Sidney’s 
“ SONNETS,” published by Houghton, Mif- 
flin & Co. of Boston. A chaste frontispiece, 
delicate italicized type, and a dark mulberry 
binding bearing Sir Philip’s coat of arms. 
The edition is limited to 430 copies. - 


Miss Isabel McDougal has, in grave and 
simple English, been telling the stories of a 
number of child kings and queens in such 
& manner that young readers will enjoy 
these brief histories. The title of her book 
is “LITTLE ROYALTIES,” and the illus- 
trations are the reproductions of old por- 
traits. Miss McDougal has not been pic- 
turesque at the expense of truth, but 
has written her stories with scrupu- 
lous regard to history and humanized 
them with her sympathy. A proud 
galaxy of royal born .children have been 
summoned by her out of the dim past, and 
made to move for a little before the eyes 
of happier boys and girls, and her labor has 
been so delicatelygperformed that little chil- 
dren take unfeigned pleasure in listening 
to the tales. (Fleming H. Revell company.) 


Miss Clara E. Laughlin has written only 
a few stories. So far as I know only two 
have been published, “ The Evolution of a 
Girl's Ideal” and “ Miladi.” Thesé@*little 
stories were both unusual and remained in 
the memory because of a quality of singular 
sincerity that they possessed. Now comes 
another story, “ DIVIDED.” It found print 
first in a magazine, but now appears in 
Revell’s Art Gift Book Series, with an at- 
tractive cover and decorated margins. It 
is a simple tale of an unselfish and dream- 
ful woman, who loved better than she knew, 
and who won her way. to love valorously and 
dolorously. Miss Laughlin has simplicity 
and sincerity, and she writes with a sort of 
fervor and conscientiousness which make 
her work unusual. (All books, they say, are 
only expressions of the personality of their 
authors.)

a HE MASQUERADER,” by Kath- 
erine Cecil Thurston (Harpers), is 

the most powerful novel of the year. 

It has been running serially in this 

country and in England, but no 

story is less suited to sérial publication. The 
interest excited by one instaliment must have 
made unendurable the suspense of waiting 
for tho next chapter. In book form it is 
likely to be read at one sitting—the first time. 
There is no lack of incident, of excitement: 
besides, there are two problems. The first 
is another phase of the question that dom- 
inated “ The Quick and the Dead,” the ques- 
tion how far physical resemblance may aid 
the substitution of one person for another in 
@ woman's affections. The second problem 
is to determine the respective values of op- 
portunity and of will in determining a career. 


John Chilcote, member of parliament, is a 
slave to opium. John Loder, unknown, has 
lost ambition in the shock of sudden pov- 
erty. Physically, so far ay nature can ac- 
complish it, one appears the mirrored image 
of the other. An exchange of identities is 
effected. The rich member of parliament, 
released from the responsibilities of his posi- 
tion, yields unreservedly to his secret vice. 
The poor man, who had sunk into apathy 
because all avenues to success seemed 
closed, utilizes his mask to test his persona] 
power. He makes a hit in parliament and, 
living in the shadow of exposure, wins a new 
reputation for the name of John Chilcote. 
The political climax of the story is reached 
when the supposed Chilcote attacks the gov- 
ernment for waiting until Russian encroach- 
ments have led to the wanton murder of 
unarmed Englishmen by Russian soldiers on 

. neutral ground. In language strangely 
prophetic the author tells of the “ thrill of 
awe and consternation,” the “ deep horror 
that such an event should obtrude itself 
upon our civilization,”’ the truth “ that the 
news which had just reached England was 
not so much an appalling fact as a sinister 
warning to those in whose keeping lay the 
safety of the country’s interest.”’ The orator 
who voiced these feelings and added an array 
of arguments born of perfect knowledge of 
the past and appreciation of the present 
shook the government to its fall and made 
h: aself an indispensable factor in the new 
cabinet. And all the while he was under 
obligations to surrender everything and re- 
tire to obscurity whenever it might please 
an opium fiend to demand back his place! 


Chilcote has a wife, Eve. For years they 
have lived lives apart. Now she feels, 
though she cannot comprehend, a subtle 
change in Chilcote. He is more serious, More 
gentle, more powerful. Her ambition for her 
husband is gratified by his parliamentary suc- 
cess. She comes to identify this new per- 
sonality so thoroughly with her earlier ideals 
that when she learns, as she does at last, that 
‘he is not the real Chilcote, constancy and 
wifely devotion seem due to him rather than 
to the other. But with the happy omnipo- 
tence of a novelist the arbiter of fate eliri- 
nates “the other,” and the reader's confi- 
dence is not betrayed. 

Few novels published lately contain so lit- 
‘tle that is superfluous. Every incident adds 
directly to the march of events. The minor 
characters are distinct, but they are properly 
subordinated to the development of the main 
figures. Neither a crowd of people nor use- 
less digressions or elaborations, nor fine 
writing has been suffered to weaken the 
reader’s human interest in the hopes and 
fears of John Loder and of Eve. Their real- 
ity outweighs the initial improbability of the 
situation. 

One does not think of the author while 
reading the story, but in retrospect the ques- 
tion shapes itself in the mind: “Can this 
high level be sustained? Can this success 
be repeated?” If so, the public is sure of 
one source of delight for years to come, such 
delight as our fathers felt when one master- 
piece after another came from pens now 


“THE PROBLEM OF MONOPOLY,” by 
Prof. John Bates Clark (the Columbia Uni- 
versity Press), is an able amd . complete, 
though popular, presentation of the views of 
one of the clearest thinkersin America. The 
keynote of the six lectures contained in this 
volume is found in the words, “‘ The policy 
is not destructive but preservative, since it 


| demands that we do-not kill the industrial 


monsters which threaten and injure us, but 
tame them and convert them into. useful serv- 
ants.”’ 

The means by which Prof. Clark suggests 
that trusts may be tamed are not imited to 
the power of publicity and a threat tq with- 
draw the good will of the people. Nor is he 
prepared, until all other ways have failed, to 
advocate public ownership. The source of 
monopoly he finds in freight rebates. One 
step then must be rigid control of common 
carrfers. The chief weapon of monopoly is the 
ability to kill competition by selling one or 
more articles at a loss in oné or more dis- 
tricte, while reaping an immediate profit 
on other articles or in other places, with the 
prospect of regaining by higher prices in the 
future all that is temporarily lost. A de- 
fense against that practice might be found 
in a law compelling uniformity of price for 
all products sold by the monopoly. That 
would make underselling a hopelessly un- 


“profitable way of ruining smalier concerns 


and would leave the monopoly under the 
restraint of potential competition where 
actual competitors are lacking. In close con- 
nection with that there is suggested a reduc- 
tion of the tariff on protected articles which 
are sold abroad at lower prices than at home. 
Other chapters discuss the relation between 
organized labor and monopoly, the rise and 
progress of the grangers and other combina- 
tions of farmers, and those monopolies which 
are properly governmental. The book is tem- 
perate and optimistic in tone. It ts brief 
enough to be read by a busy man. It contains 
the result of years of study, but is new and 
ortginal. Its logic is controlled by facts. 
Such an addition to the sober study of a 
vital question is timely and creditable.

To acquire mere historical facts for a novel 
from the author only patient per- 
severance in looking up documents, reading 
histories and biographies, but to weave facts 
once gathered into the plot of a love story so 
that they appear its organic parts and not

unskiliful writer. In this respect, how- 
ever, Mr. 8S. Levett-Yeats has been far 
from unsuccessful in his novel of “OR- 
RAIN.” The plot centers about Catherine de 
Medici and the rising society of the Hugue- 
nots; the time is just previous to and follow- 
ing the issue of the first edict of toleration 
by King Henry Il. A young Huguenot maiden, 
beautiful, rich, and faithful to her people, is 
the mainspring. To obtain possession of her 
Catherine Dian, the king's mistress, and sev- 
eral grandes of the court conspire with an- 
other and against one another, exerting every 
possible stratagem and perfidy to gain their 
end. The queen in the end ts successful and 
bestows the girl upon Orrain, a noble, bril- 
liant and daring, more than once her rescuer 
and the faithful servant of the queen. (Long- 
mans, Green & Co., New York.)

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NEWS NOTES FROM NEW. YORK. 


Interesting Points in Decision in Case 
of Home Against Victoria- 
Montreal Company. 


New York, Nov. 4—[Special.}—The 6u- 
preme court of. Canada, in the appeal of the 
Victoria-Montreal Fire Insurance company, 
defendants in the suit taken against them 
by the Home Insurance company of New 
York, for a policy of reinsurance, dismissed 
the action with costs, The points are inter- 


esting. The Western Assurance company 


insured the railway’ property of the Cana- 
dian Pacific and Canada Atlantic railway 
companies, and reinsured a portion of this 
risk in the Home of New York. The latter 
company in turn reinsured a portion of its 
risk with the Victoria-Montreal Fire of Mon- 
treal. Such a contract of reinsurance was 
not in the form of a treaty contract, but in 
the standard form of a fire policy New York 


used. A description of the risk contained a. 


typewritten rider attached forming part of 
such a policy. The policy contained the 
usual condition that no suit or action of re- 
covery would be sustainable unless com- 
menced within twelve months next after the 
fire. 

In the Ottawa-Hull conflagration te Abril, 1900, 
a large quantity of railway property wae destroyed. 
The loss wae adjusted by the Western and paid 
the following March. The Home paid its propor- 
tion of loss under its reinsurance policy, but 
neglected to bring action against the Victoria- 
Montreal Fire until the following June—more than 
éne year after the fire. The case was tried in the 
Superior court of Montreal, which maintained the 
action of the Home Insurance to the extent of 
$3,727, with interest and costs, holding that the 
printed condition Mmiting the right of action to: 
one year from the fire wae not applicable to the 
policy of reinsurance. 

This judement was unanimously confirmed by 
Judges Mathieu, Lavergne, and St. Pierre, and 
a number of United States cases were cited to sup- 
port such judgment. The Victoria-Montreal Fire 
Insurance company appealed to the Supreme court, 
and that court, by a majority of three to two, re- 
versed the decision of the lower courts and held 
the right of action to twelve months applicable 
to the contract of reinsurance and that the stipu- 
lation of the contracting parties in such respect 
must govern.

A situation that promises interesting compli- 
cations existe in regard to the insurance of New- 
ark’s public school property against lose by fire. 
The finance committee of the common council au- 
thorized the city treasurer to retain from the ap- 
propriation for schoo] maintemance an amount 
equivalent to 1 per cent of the value of schools and 
additions upon which insurance policies never have 
been written. That sum ie to form the mucleus 
of an ineurance fund against loss by fire. The 
amount in question ts $8,600, being 1 per cent on 
the $860,000 valuation fixed for the property in- 
volved. 

_ It developed that the president of the board of 
‘education took preliminary steps Oct. 28 to rein- 
sure the public schools upon which policies ex- 
pired three days later. That made all insurance 
good until Nov. 18, leaving the matter of premium 
rates of the fire insurance companies for future 
settlement. 

Mayor Welles of Pe Fla., called a spe- 
cial session of the city council to take up the in- 
vestigation of the large fire of Oct. 22, when four 
residences were destroyed, entailing a loss of over 
$25,000. The meeting was called upon the request 
of the local board of underwriters, who state that 
either the fire ment or the water company 
was negligent or the fire could not have spread to 
the three buildings. The mayor decided it would 
be best to have the entire matter thoroughly sifted 
and place the blame where it belongs. The fire 
department claims the water company did not 
furnish sufficient water to fight the fire, while the 
water company alleges it maintained a pressure 
above that required.

Some 
members of the local board of fire underwrittrs 
explained that their organization in nowise was 
responsible for the advance and then proposed to 
appoint a committee from the chamber of com- 
merce to imvestigate the situation. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 4.—[{Spectal.]—C. B. Arm- 
strong, gne of the foremost figures in the insurance 
and commercial life of Buffalo, died last night, 
after a protracted illness.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—[{Special. ]—It has just become 
known the Yorkshire Fire and Life Insurance comi- 
pany of York has taken over the home fire, acct- 
dent, and life department of the National Assur- 
ance company of Dublin, Ireland. What. becomes 
of the other business of the National is not yet 
known in fire offices here. For several years Brit- 
ish underwriters have been expecting some trans- 
action of the kind in view of the National's finan- 
cia] condition, but the Yorkshire had not been 
rumored in this cénmnection. 

The National Assurance of Ireland was pestab- 
lished in 1822, and entered the United States in 
1899.. George BE. Kendall is manager of the Amer- 
ican branch headquarters at Hartford. He is 
widely and favorably known in fire underwriting 
circles. Just what will be done about the business 
in the United States as well as that in South 
Africa, South America, and Australia ie not now 
known, and will be the subject of much guessing. 
‘The total premiums on the National’s business all 
over the world in 1902 was about $2,000,000. 


INDICTED AS .“WILDCAT” MEN. 


E. A. Shanklin, 8. W. Jacobs, and Oth- 
ers Held on Charges of Using 
Mails to Defraud. 


The federal grand jury has returned in- 
dictments against B. A. Shanklin and S. Ww. 
Jacobs, who had been held toit by the United 
States commissioner a few months ago, on a 
charge of using the mails with intent to de- 
fraud in connection with “ wildcat tnsur- 
ance companies. Indictments on a similar 
charge also were returned against Charles 
J. Russell, who has been connected with un- 
admitted fire insurance companies in Chi- 
cago, and against two others whose names 
are withheld until they can be arrested. 
Both are well known in the business. It is 
probable the cases will be called for trial be- 
fore the end of the month. 

The hearing by Jadge Brentano on the temporary 
injunction secured against the Chicago Under- 
writers’ association by Frank F. Holmes in connec- 
tion with the placing of the Cook county insurance 
will be held on Tuesday in the offices of Peck, 
Miller & Starr, attorneys for the association.

GRAIN INSPECTION. 
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If dry weather in September and October 
can injure winter wheat ‘seriously some 
cause for concern is furrfshed by the exhibit 
of the weather and crop bulletin, showing 
decided departures from normal precipita- 
tion in important parte of the belt. The 
shortage for October has not been as great 
as during September, but the figures for® 
the two months at southern points show as 
follows: Memphis, shortage from normal 
for September, 2.54; October, 2.49. Nash- 
ville, same months, 8.25 and 2.18 Chatta- 
nooga, 2.68 and 2.21. Knoxville, 1.60 and 
2.69. Lexington. .83 and 1.62 Louisville, 
17 and 2.51. Cincinnati, 1.14 and 1.44. Co- 
lumbus, 1.78 and 1.65. Parkersburg. 2.09 and 
92. Pittsburg, .21 and 33. Springfield, ML, 
Is short 2.60 for October, having but one- 
tenth of an tnch for the month. Cairo is 
short 155 for the last month. 8t. Louis, 
2.39, showing but half an inch rain since 
Sept. l. Kansas City has had one inch dur- 
ing October, 288 less than normal. The 
shortage last month was 1.79 at Topeka, .99 
at Wichita, .32 Concordia, .73 Lincoln, and 
Omaha. 


“The south has raised a big ootton crop, 
is going to get a big price for it, and is more 
prosperous than ever before tn her history,” 
said F. D. Blakemore, who has just returned 
from a trip through the Carolinas and Geor- 
gia for Ware-Leland. ‘“ Business in all lines 
is going to be good. The corn crop of the 
south this year is also unusually large and 
of good quality.” Asked as to the appear- 
ance of winter wheat Mr. Blakemore said: 
“ Through Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsylvania 
on the Pennsylvania road the plant is look- 
ing fine. In Kentucky and Tennessee, along 
the line of the old Queen and Crescent from 
Knoxville to Lexington, a trip I made by 
@aylight, the wheat has hardly germinated. 
In some places you can see a faint green- 
ish tinge on the ground, elsewhere not that. 
They say they have had no rain in that sec- 
tion for two months.”’ 


The intermarket agreement between grain 
| shippers in Chicago and buyers in New York, 
providing for terms of shipment and for 
arbitration of disputes, the important details 
of which have been reported, has been pub- 
lished and circulated among the trade by the 
committee which helped draw it up for Chi- 
cago, James Pettit, W. H. Merritt. and Rob- 
ert McDougall. It is apparently more popu- 
lar in New York than here, as forty firms 
acting in that market have signed the agree- 
ment and only eight here, but it Is explained 
local shippers have simply not taken the 
time to get in line, but are sure todoso. The

“ Wheat buyers had temporary encourage- 
ment on one or two days of the week,” says 
Berinett, “on seeing western receipts much 
less than last year. The later days of the 
week show a movement well over 1,000,000 
bu a day. and considerable doubt is expressed 
as to just when the falling off’in receipts 
is to take place. Northwest markets, which 
were the leaders in strength before, have 
shown some weakness, and the trade has 
heard less about cash and milling demand 
from that quarter. It looks as if a revival 
of cash strength and better flour business 
may be necessary to hold wheat futures.” 

The Modern Miller says: “ Drought condi- 
tions have prevailed quite generally through- 
out the winter wheat belt. In some sections, 


notably in the southeast, complaints of re- 
tarded growth or inability to seed are becom- 
ing more general. Otherwise the prospects 
&re good, as the plant is making seasonable 
progress. Hessian fiy is reported in early 
sown wheat, and some damage Is being done, 
but this as yet has not developed into any- 
thing serious. A large acreage of winter 
wheat is assured.” 


The Northwestern Miller estimates 52 per 
cent of the wheat crop in the Dakotas and 
Minnesota to be No. 1 and No. 2 northern. 
This is one of the reasons for the weakness 
at Minneapolis and Duluth. According to 
the state inspection department of Minneapo- 
lis September receipts 14 per cent graded No. 
1 northern, 20 per cent No. 2 northern. In 
October 11 per cent graded No. 1 northern, 
20 per cent No. 2northern. Duluth inspection 
was undoubtedly better. 


“I see they are discovering Hessian fly 
in Nebraska,” said I, C. Gifford. “ Some 
one must be ‘long.’ Our elevator reports 
from Nebraska all say wheat ie looking fine 
and there has certainly been @ big increase. 
in acreage. There is no reason for alarm 
because wheat is not high on the ground. 
Farmers do not sow as early as formerly, 
finding better results from late seeding.” 


A message from Casselton, N. D., to Bart- 
lett-Frazier says: ‘The big Oliver Dal- 
rymple farm, located near that point with 
8,000 acres of wheat this year averaged 8% 
bu per acre, three cars of which graded No. 
1 northern and the balance No. 2, No. 8, and 
No. 4. Last year the wheat ylelded 19% bu 
to the acre and it all graded No. 1 and No. 2 
northern.” 

A Des Moines message to Ware-Leland 
suggests the possibility of the weather be- 
ing too good for corn, saying: “It leoks 
as if farmers were picking corn too soon. 
Weather has been warm anu with no winde 
it is not drying out good. Some complaints 
of gspolling in cribs. Husking returns as 
good or better than expected as to quan- 
tity.” 

The Ohio crop report for November, as 
wired by C. A. King & Co. of Toledo, says: 
“ Wheat. condition, 87; year ago, 81. Last 
July, 59. Area sown this fall, 1,850,000 acres; 
99 compared with last year. Little fy dam- 
age. Corn. condition, 71, against 78 last 
month and 69a yearago. Corn is not husking 
out well, much soft and moldy.” 


Broomhall cabled his Argentine agent had 
just returned from a week's trip through 
Entre Rios and Santa Fé, which contain 
about half the wheat acreage, and reported 
the wheat crop looked splendid. He consid- 
ered the present weather favorable for the 
crops and claimed that the damage reports 
are unfounded. 

Receivers generally think the first real 
rush of new corn to this market will begin 
in earnest next week, their advices from the 
country indicating dealers will be consigning 
new‘corn generally and freely by that time. 
Already half of the small receipts are from 
the new crop, an unusual proportion so early 
in the year.
